him up for 
questioning 
about local burglaries. 
Travelstead 
said that Lanham 
h a s adm itted he stole a two-tone 
blue Buick, about a 1950 model 
car, In Paducah on Nov. 30 and 
m ade several trips to Harrisburg 
in it before abandoning the m a­ 
chine. 
Police recently had been 
on the lookout for a car of that 
description. 
Then yesterday at 5 p. rn., he 
told officers, he stole at P aducah 
a 1953 Ford Victoria sedan with 
T ennessee license plates and re­ 
turned to Harrisburg, where ho 
w as picked up by the two city 
policem en. 
Travelstead 
said that he
